Applicant hereby Petitions the Director to withdraw the holding of abandonment 
expressed in the Notice of Abandonment mailed March 7, 2007. Applicant puts forth 
the following facts for the consideration of the Director. 

On April 25, 2006, a Notification of Non-Compliant Appeal Brief was mailed by 
the U.S. Patent and Trademark Office (USPTO) to the Applicant in the instant patent 
application (serial number 09/894,213). In response to the Examiner's Notification of 
Non-Compliant Appeal Brief, Applicant filed a Response to Notification of Non- 
Compliant Appeal Brief on May 25, 2006. In that Response, Applicant noted that the 
comments provided in the Order Returning Undocketed Appeal to Examiner were 
directed at the Examiner, not Applicant. Therefore, Applicant declined to make various 
changes to the Appeal Brief requested by the Examiner as the Board's Order stated that 
a Substitute Examiner's Answer was required, not a Substitute Appeal Brief.
